2.50 (a)(2)(iii) Time and Method of Identification.... repeated failure to have an official form of 
identification on all puppies that are less than 16 weeks on the premises (class “A” dealer) by a plastic- 
type collar acceptable to the Administrator 

2.126(b) Access Inspection of Records and Property.... repeated failure to make a responsible adult 
available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection process (August 6, 2013, June 4, 2013, 
December 12, 2012 and November 5, 2012) 

3.1(a) Housing Facilities, Structure... .repeated failure to design and construct housing facilities 
for dogs that are structurally sound, kept in good repair, and protect animals from injury 

3.1 (b) Housing Facilities, General.... repeated failure to maintain housing facilities and areas used 
for storing animal food or bedding free of any accumulation of trash, waste material, junk, weeds, and 
other discarded materials 

3.1(c)(1) Housing Facilities, General.... repeated failure to construct and maintain surfaces 
of housing facilities so that they can be readily cleaned and sanitized, or removed or replaced 
when worn or soiled 

3.1(c)(l)(ii) Housing Facilities, General... .repeated failure to maintain surfaces free of 
jagged edges and sharp points that might injure the animals 

3.1(e) Housing Facilities, General... .repeated failure to store food in a manner that protects 
it from spoilage, contamination and vermin infestation 

3.11(b)(2) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, Pest Controi....repeated failure to properly 
sanitize primary enclosures once every two weeks 

3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control.,., repeated failure to 
maintain housing facilities clean and in good repair to protect the animals from injury, to 
facilitate husbandry practices and to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for rodents, 
and other pests and vermin
